Coral Gables Man 
Is Rote Speaker 


“No Arab state has any military 
pact with any Communist state, in- 
cluding Russia. James Batal of 
Coral Gabies, author and former 
lecturer at the American Univer- 
sity in Beirut, Lebanon, told the 
Pahokee Rotary Club at its lunch- 
eon meeting, Thursday, January 
9th at the Lions Club Hall. 

“Communism is légally barred in 
all. 13 Arab states, and where it 
does exist, it operates under- 
ground,” said Mr. Batal, reaserch- 
er with a background of 20 years 
concerning current developments 
in the Arab World. 

An American citizen born in 
Massachusetts in 1901, Mr. Bata! 
cited that “Just as the United 
States carries on trade and diplo- 
matic relations with the Commun- 
ist states, so do the Arabs. For 
example, Washington has just 
certified the sale of wheat valued 
at more than $100,000,000; to 
Russia.
